MEXICO CITY{AFF) - Trop¬ 
ical storm Raymond yesterday 
homed in on the southwest 
coast of Mexico, which is still 
recovering from devastating 
tropical storm hit just last 
month. 

Raymond, which grew to 
tropical storm strength in the 
early hours of the morning "is 
gettmg better orgamzed south 
of the coast of Guerrero and 
movmg to the northwest," ac¬ 
cording to the latest report 
from Mexico's national 
weather service. 

It was expected to "slowly 
approach the coast of Mex¬ 
ico... late today or Tuesday," 
according to the Miami-based 
National Hurricane Center. 

The storm - which at 1230 
G MT was 295 kilometers (1S 3 
miles) southeast of the tounst 


resort town of Acapulco -- was 
dumping heavy rains and 
sparking waves two to three 
meters (fl.5 to 10 feel) high. 

It boasted sustained winds 
of d5 kilometers (40 miles) an 
hour, with gusts up to S5 lalo- 
meters an hour. 

Guerrero's governor caUed 
a tropical storm warning in the 
center and south of the state 
and closed waterways to 
" small er b 0 als for river fi shing 
and recreation," a statement 
said. 

Meanwhile, the interior 
ministry announced late Satur¬ 
day It IS sending "human and 
matenal resources to different 
sectors of the state* where 
temporary shelters were being 
opened and cautionary evacu¬ 
ations bemg done.

These fishes are invisible 
to their prey winch explains 
their exceeding population in 
the region. The study was 
conducted by Oona La mist- 
edt and Professor Mark Mc¬ 
Cormick firom the James 
Cook University 

The red lionfish (Pterois 
volitans) IS a venomous spe¬ 
cies living in the Pacific and 
can grow to about 15 inches 
in size. Its body is covered 
with reddish-brown bands 
separated hy white lines, 
which helps it Inde in the 
coral reefs. 

Hie fish has been declared 
"invasive" in die Caribbean 
as well as the U.S. 

"Lionfisli ai'e native to die 
Paafic, but have been taking 
over die Caiibbeati Basin

Her stage name became 
synonymous wiUi the arche- 
t^ical femme fatale. 

Mata Han was airested and 
executed by firing squad in 


October 1917, aged 41, after 
being acaised of being a Ger¬ 
man spy durmgdie First World 
War 

Several movies were made 
about her life and her charaicter 
was played by various star ac¬ 
tresses including Greta Garbo, 
Zsa Zsa Gabor and Sylvia 
Kristel, who was also Dutch 

Kristel, who died aged dO 
last year, became famous in 
her own nglit for her role in ttie 
1974 French movie Em- 
manuelle, one of the first-ever 
soft focus erotic movies to be 
shown in mainstream cinema. 

In all eleven homes and five 
shops were consumed by 
flames, including tliehair salon 
that now occupies the place of 
Mata Hari's huHL, before tliey 
were brougiit under control 
early yesterday mo mm g, NOS 
public television said.

It has received some 30Q 
nulhon euros ($411 miUiQu) 
from a religious income tax 
over die past d5 years and the 
money went into opaque finan¬ 
cial stiuclures, Der Spiegel re¬ 
ported. 

Tlie weekly said that in the 
particulaiiy well-off aichdio- 
ceses of Cologne, Freising and 
Munich, "the financial direc¬ 
tors themselves do not know 
how many assets their archdio¬ 
cese owns". 

The scandal over Limburg's 
bishop has prompted several 
Geiman dioceses in recent 
days to make their assets pub¬ 
lic in a bid to show ti'ans- 
parency and dispel suspicions 
about their wealth.

CABO SAN LUCAS (AFP) - A 6.4 magnitude earthquake struck Saturday off the coast 
of Mexico in the Gulf of California, posing a hsk of local tsunamis, US seismologists 
said. But Mexican authorities said there were no immediate reports of damage or ca¬ 
sualties from the quake.The coastal town, which is popular with US and Canadian 
tourists, is located about 89 kilometers 155 miles) from the quake's epicenter, according 
to Mexican authorities. The OS Geological Survey placed Its epicenter about 74 kilo¬ 
meters (46 miles) southwest of Etchoropo, Mexico.Before the downgrade, the Pacific 
Tsunami Warning Center issued a bulletin ruling out a threat of a "destructive wide¬ 
spread tsunami." But it cautioned: "Earthquakes of this size sometimes generate local 
tsunamis that can be destructive along coasts located within a hundred kilometers of 
the earthquake epicenter."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Banking giant JPMorgan 
Chase reached a tentative 
agreement to pay a record 
$13 billion fine to the Justice 
Department to settle probes 
into its residential mortgage- 
backed secunties, US media 
reported on tlie weekend. 

Citing sources familiar 
witii the decision. The Wall 
Street Journal newspaper re¬ 
ported in its online edition 
that the deal was hashed out 
during a phone call Friday 
witli US Attorney General 
Eiic Holder, his deputy Tony 
West and JPMorgan's lop 
lawyer Stephen Cutler. 

If the amount is con¬ 


firmed, it would be the 
largest ever paid by a US 
company in tins type of set¬ 
tlement witli tlie government. 
It's also sigmficantly larger 
than JPM organ's previous 
offer of $11 billion. 

But the still tentative deal 
wouldn't resolve a cnminal 
investigation into the bank's 
activities being conducted by 
a court in Sacramento, Cali¬ 
fornia, the Journal said. Both 
sides still disagree over an 
admission of wrongdoing 
that would end the probe. 

Tliat case could result in 
charges against individuals, 
and could increase the fine 
for JPMorgan Chase. 

Tlie New York Times and 
the Washington Post, which 
also reported on the tentative 
agreement, said that JPMor- 
gan Chase CEO Jamie 
Dimon participated in the 
talks 'witli Holder 

Once finalized, $4 billion 
would settle allegations by 
the Federal Housing Finance 
Agency, a mortgage regula¬ 
tor, that JPMorgan overstated 
the quality of the mortgages 
It sold on to the govenimeiit- 


spoQsored housing finance 
enterpnses FEnmie Mae and 
Freddie Mac. 

Another $4 billion would 
be destined for consumer re¬ 
lief and $5 billion would be 
paid in penalties, the Journal 
reported. 

Although details are still 
being worked out, tlie agree¬ 
ment "would also resolve a 
sep arate lawsuit filed by New 
York's Attorney General Enc 
Schiieidemian. 

US companies tend to 
avoid paying fines, and often 
try to make financial settle¬ 
ments without admitting 
fault. 

JPMorgan, tlie largest US 
bank by assets, has been 
under investigation by sev¬ 
eral US regulatory agencies. 
It recently agreed to pay more 
than $ 1 billion in fines over 
the "London whale" trading 
debacle of 2013. 

Tlie bank just reported its 
first quarterly loss in nearly 
10 yeai's, a net loss of $330 
million on revenues of 
$23.12 billi on, due in large 
part to a $9.15 bUlioii charge 
for legal expenses.

NBA: Russell arrested 
for trying to take gun 
onto plane 


SEATTLE (AFP) - Former 
National Ba.sketball Associa¬ 
tion player Etnd coach Bill Rus¬ 
sell was arrested at an 
American aiiport for ttying to 
bnng a handgun onto an air¬ 
plane, Seattle television station 
KIRO 7 reported. 

The 79-year-old Russell, 
who was named one of the 
NBA's 5Q greatest pi ay ei's, was 
arrested Wednesday by law en¬ 
forcement officers at Seattle- 
Tacoma International Airport 
after a loaded gun was found 
in his cany on luggage. 

Russell was cited for having 
a weapon m a prolnbited aiea 
and his .33 CBdibre Smith & 
Wesson gun was seised by po¬ 
lice. Paissell was questioned 
and released. Officios said the 
fireann was discovered dunng 
a screening of passengers' 
cany on bags. 


Tlie report did not say if 
PaiEsell was eventually al¬ 
lowed to board a fliglit or what 
he needed the handgun for. 
Airport officials said Russell 
had a permit to own a gun. 

Paissell, who lives in the 
Seattle area, was an 11 -time 
NBA champion with the 
Boston Celtics. He coached 
the Seattle SuperSonics from 
1973-77. 

Tlie USA has the highest 
gun ownerslnp in the world 
and the highest per capita rate 
of fireann-related murders of 
all developed couutnes. 

In 2010,. there were ai'ound 
10,000 gun homicides in the 
US in compared to 173 in 
Canada and just 11 in Japan, 
according to figures fiom the 
United Nations Office on 
Dmgs and Crime.
